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Lloyd Patterson begins 
Venice mayor duties 


Lloyd H. Patterson, alderman 
of the First Ward in Venice 
since 1967, was clected 
unanimously by the Venice City 
Council Thursday night as 
“temporary mayor” of Venice 

Patterson, 54, was chosen as 
mayor pro-tem because of the 
absence of Mayor John E. Lee, 
Venice mayor for the past 17 
years who was stricken by a 
cerebral hemorrhage Nov. 19, 
end, at the time of Thursday 
night's council session, was a 
patient at Barnes Hospital, St 
Louis. 

Dr. Lee, who had been in a 
coma and in extremely critical 
condition since the time he was 
stricken, died early Friday 
afternoon, approximately 16 
hours after the council acted, 

Dr. Lee's death is expected to 
require a special election of a 
mayor since there is more than 
three years of his term 
remaining. Dr. Lee was elected 
to his fifth consecutive term as 
mayor of Venice last April 

Patterson will serve as mayor 
pending an election call and 
special election arrangements, 
a period estimated at 60 to 90 
days, 

The council named Patterson 
to the mayor's office in an or- 
dinance which said that “an 
emergency exists within the 
city of Venice because of the 
absence of the mayor (Dr 
Lee).” 

The ordinance provided that 
Patterson would remain in the 
post “until said appointment 
shall be revoked by the coun- 
A and that he is “to serve 
without any additional com 
pensaticn as he may be entitled 

as alaerman,” 

Patterson's name was placed 
in nomination by Alderman 
Oscar King and was given a 
second by Alderman John 
Ervin, Alderman Harry Buente 
served as lemporarv chairman 
of the council session pending 
adoption of the appointment 
ordinance. 

Patterson, a resident of 
Venice 48 years. was elected as 
alderman of Venice in 1967 and

Lee era ends 


An era ended at 1:25 p.m 
Friday with the death of Dr. 
John E. Lee Jr., Venice mayor, 
Madison banker and one of the 
mos! active men in civic and 
public life in the history of the 
Quad-Cities. 

A dentist, Dr. Lee, 52, of 1230 
Klein St., died at Barnes 
Hospital, St. Louis, after a coma 
resulting from a massive brain 
Nemorrhage. 

He had been paralyzed and 
unconscious since being 
stricken 12 days earlier, on 
Sunday afternoon, Nov. 18, at 
his home, where he had been 
watching football on television. 

He and his late father, a 
medical doctor, had been 

ayor of the 100-year-old 
municpality of Venice for 
nearly half of its existence 

Dr. Lee Sr, held the office 
from 1911 to 1915 and then 
continuously from 1917 until his 
death in 1944. The present 
mayor was first elected in 1957 
and began his fifth four-year 
term this spring 

A large gathering attended 
funeral services for Mayor Lee 
al 10 a.m. today at St. Mark's 
Catholic Church, Venice. Large 
numbers also visited the Lahey 
Funeral Home in Madison 
during the weekend 

Although he had been in- 
terested in entering polities in 
the late 1940s and early 1950s, he 
did not assemble a large enough 
hase of support to make an 
affirmative decision to run for 
mayor until 1957. He won in a 
spirited campaign, and in 
succeeding clections widened 
his victory margin 

lie was active in the 
Democratic party and was 
influential in elections beyond 
as well as within his home city 

Close political associates 
have included City Clerk 
William M. Ebersoldt, a leader 
of the Venice city political 
‘organization and a member and 
past president of the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District, 
and Walter “Buck'’ Simmons, 
Madison County Democratic 
chairman and clerk of the Fifth 
District Appellate Court of 
Illinois. 

Dr. Lee also had worked 
cooperatively with the late 
-Mayor Stephen Maeras of 
Madison on Venice Township 
‘Venice-Madison) issues, and 
with the present mayor of 
Madison, Mike Sasyk. 

A temporary Venice mayor, 
Alderman Lloyd H., Patterson, 
was chosen by the City Council

Alone point it had been 
considered possible that Dr. Lee 
would be the choice for mayor if 
the Quad-Cities had been 
merged into a single city. While 
he did not push directly for the 
proposal, he was known to 
believe that this community 
could obtain stronger voice in 
its future if consolidated. 

Among those voicing shock at 
Dr. Lee’s death was Mayor 
Sasyk, who praised him as a 
skilled administrator and as a 
force for governmental ef- 
ficiency and integrity. 

Mayor Paul Schuler of 
Granite City described Mayor 
Lee as a “giant of man.” 
Appellate Clerk Simmons 
regarded Dr. Lee as “my best 
friend.” 

City Clerk Ebersoldt cited the 
Lee administration's ac- 
complishments, which included 
construction of street depart- 
ment headquarters on Klein 
Street and installation of a 
Broadway traffic underpass. 
New recreation and fire station 
facilities were being planned. 

Dr. Lee was elected to his 
fifth consecutive four-year term 
as mayor of Venice last April, 
and was serving his 17th year in 
that office. For many years he 
had been among the leaders of 
the Venice-Madison political 
organization 

He maintained a dental office 
at 401 a Madison Ave., Madison, 
and was president of the First 
National Bank in Madison, 
located at Sixth Street and 
Madison Avenue. 

Born in Venice, he was a 
lifelong local resident. He at- 
tended St. Mark’s School in 
Venice, St. Louis University 
High School and then St. Louis 
University and its Dental 
School, receiving the degree of 
bachelor of science and doctor 
of dental surgery. 

He was a member of St. 
Mark's Catholic Church, the St. 
Mark’s Men’s Organization and 
the Knights of Columbus. 

His affiliations included the 
American Legion, American 
Dental Association, Madison 
County and Tri-City Dental 
Societies, Venice Lions Club, 
Venice Crippled Children’s 
Association, Venice 
Homecoming Association and 
the City Organization. He also 
was a member of the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce,

Lottery 
is voted 


A state lottery has become a 
reality in IMlinois. 

The Senate voted 32-22 
Thursday night, and the House 
voted 91-68 Saturday. 

Gov. Daniel Walker has urged 
passage of a lottery, but is 
displeased with the July 1, 1974, 
effective date, saying, “An 
immediate effective date is 
needed to maintain the state's 
sound fiscal condition.’’ 
Immediate implementation 
would haye required 36 Senate 
votes and 107 House votes. 

The governor favored the 
lottery as a way to help replace 
$80 million taken from the 
general revenue fund to aid 
Chicago regional mass transit 

Sponsor was Sen. Edward T, 
Scholl (R, Chicago). He said 
the lottery may raise $60 million 
a year. 

Opponents included Sen. 
Hudson Sours (R, Peoria), who 
said a lottery “springs a leak in 
the moral character of péople 
Who wants this but oafs, 
tinhorns, loafers and crum- 
bums?” 

Rep. Roscoe Cunningham (R, 
Lawrenceville) voiced fear that 
Illinois will become the 
“Nevada of the Midwest.” 

Eight states at present have 
lotteries. 

‘The plan approved during the 
weekend differs from an 
original Iinois lottery proposal 
under which proceeds would 
have been used for education 
and mental health.

Voters of Venice School 
District 3 will go to the polls 
again Friday to ballot on. an 
educational fund tax rate in- 
crease that school officials say 
is necessary if the district is to 
avert financial bankruptcy. 

School district officials are 
seeking approval of a proposed 
Mncrease of 80 cents per $100 
assessed valuation in the 
educational fund which now has 


a rate limited at $2.05. 

It will be the second such 
election in the past six months, 
Last June 30 the voters rejected 
by a substantial majority—but 
in a light vote—a  proposi 
calling for a rate boost of $1.20, 
which would have increased the 
educational fund rate to a 
maximum of $3.25. 

Voters will ballot Friday 
between noon and 7 p.m. at two 


polling places: Registered 
voters, 18 years and older, who 
have resided in ~ the ‘school 
district for at least 28 days, will 
vote at the Venice Recreation 
Center, 305 Broadway, if. their 
residence is within the Venice 
city limits. 

Those living outside, the 
Venice .corporate boundaries 
will vote at the Eagle Park

County ballot 
attracts many

Primary election battles for 
the Democratic nominations to 
all four Madison County offices 
open to election next year were 
developing today as candidates 
scrambled for endorsements by 
the Madison County 
Democratic Central Com- 
mittee. 

With the filing period only a 
week away, four potential 
candidates already are 
reported in the field for the 
Democratic nomination as 
sheriff, while three others are 
reported circulating petitions in 
a bid for the office of county 
clerk. 

There are at least three 
candidates for the office of 
superintendent of the 
educational service region and 
two for county treasurer, but 
there was speculation among 
political observors that some of 
these candidates may pull out of 
the campaign after the county 
central committee makes 
known the candidates who will 
receive organization support 

A lively race for the state 
representative posts in the 56th 
legislative district has been 
developing during the past two 
weeks, spurred by the an- 
nouncement of State Rep. 
Leland J. Kennedy (D-Alton) a 
veteran legislator of this area, 
that he will not seek re-election. 

The filing period will open at 
the office of County Clerk 
Eulalia Hotz at the courthouse 
in Edwardsville next Monday, 
Dec. 10, and will continue 
through Dec. 17. Candidates 
who file then will have until 
noon on Saturday, Dec. 22, to 
withdraw from the primary 
election if they decide to do so. 


The primary elections will be 
held March 19 and office holders 
will be chosen in a runoff 
election between Democratic 
and Republican nominees on 
Nov. 5. Terms of incumbent 
office holders will expire the 
first Monday in December 1974. 

Members of the screening 
committee of the Democratic 
Central Committee were to 
begin a series of meetings today 
to select a slate of candidates to 
which the committee will give 
its backing in the primary. 

Among those who have ob- 
tained petition forms in the 
Democratic primary for sheriff 
are William Warfield, former 
Granite City superintendent of 
streets, and incumbent Sheriff 
John Maeras of Madison. 

Two others circulating 
petitions in the sheriff's race 
are William R. Kirkpatrick of 
Bethalto, and William Siglar of 
East Alton. 

In addition to a_ sheriff's 
candidate to be nominated in 
the primary election by 
Democrats and Republicans, 
the voters also will nominate 
candidates as the superin- 
tendent of the educational 
service region, county clerk, 
and county treasurer. 

Voters also will ballot in the 
primary on the nomination of a 
U. S. Senator and a state 
auditor. All 177 _— state 
representatives must run, but 
state senators will be elected in 
only some of the districts. There 
will be no state senator elected 
next year in the séth legislative 
district which includes the 
Quad-City area. 

Adding incentive to the 
Democratic contests which 
appeared certain today are the 
announcement by Miss Hotz 
that she will retire next year, 
and the resignation of Wilbur 
‘Trimpe as superintendent of the 
service region to accept the post 
as president of the Lewis and 
Clark Junior College, a post in 


which he assumed his duties 
last week. 

This assures two new faces 
among office holders elected 
next year. 

Miss Hotz has announced she 
will support Miss Evelyn 
Bowles, Edwardsville, as her 
successor. Miss Bowles has 
served as Miss Hotz's chief 
deputy for many years. 

While Miss Bowles has cir- 
culated petitions to file as a 
Democratic candidate for the 
clerk's post, two other can- 
didates also are in the race. 
‘They include Von Dee Cruse of 
Granite City, now Granite City 
‘Township assessor, and Ronald 
Goodman, a resident of God- 
frey. 

Three candidates circulating 
petitions for the Democratic 
nomination as superintendent of 
the educational service region 
are Harold Briggs, for many 
years assistant to Trimpe; 
Vasil Eftimoff, administrative 
assistant-pupil personnel of the 
Granite City School District, 
and Vérgil Fletcher, a Collins- 
ville coach. 

George Musso, incumbent 
county treasurer, will seek re- 
election, but Michael Henkhaus 
of Mitchell, a deputy circuit 
clerk in the probate division, 
has announced he will oppose 
Musso for the post in the 
Democratic primary. Both 
Musso and Henkhaus are cir- 
culating petitions. 

Madison County voters also 
will ballot in the primary 
election on two judges of the 
Fifth District Appellate Court, 
one to replace Joseph 
Goldenhersh of East.St. Louis 
who has been appointed to the 
Illinois Supreme Court, and one 
to fill a new judgeship. 

In the Third Judicial Circuit 
which includes Madison County 
and part of Bond County, voters 


will ballot on four judges, two of 
them on’a countywide basis and 
two on a district-wide basis. A 
fifth judge of the third circuit 
will run for retention and will 
not be a candidate in the 
primary. 

Miss Hotz’s office said today 
that it is awaiting a legal 
opinion on a question arising 
from a notice by Arno 
Sponeman, of Granite City, that 
he intends to run as an in- 
dependent candidate for sheriff 
in the Nov. 5 general election 
and not as a candidate in the 
primary. 

A spokesman at. the clerk's 
office said this is an un- 
precedented situation and that 
while independent candidates 
may run in the County Board 
election without being subject to 
the primary, it has not been 
ascertained if the same 
procedure is applicable to the 
election of major county office 
holders.

This was 
an average annual reduction of 
$691,000 over the ten-year 
period, 

The present maximum 
educational fund tax rate 
$2.05, applied against the 
present valuation, will provide 
only $646,931 in ‘tax revenue, 
compared with $730,376 
produced by the same tax rate 
in 1969 when the assessment 
stood at $35,096,173. 

The office of School 
Superintendent John Pier noted 
this week t the district is 
committed #&® an expenditure of 
$808,090 in salaries in the 
educational fund during the 
current school year, and that 
other projected educational 
fund expenses amuunt to 
$156,831—for total ‘anticipated 
costs of $964,921. 

Antitipated tax revenue of 
$646,931 under. the present tax 
rate and other educational fund 
revenue from state and federal 
sources should give the district 
approximately $856,931 revenue 
for the 1973-74 school. .year, 
Pier's office said. 

The district will have to.pay 
out $260,000 of this total to retire 
outstanding tax anticipation 
warrants, however, leaving the 
district $596,931 to meet 
educational fund cousts. 

On this basis, the district 
would need to borrow $367,990 to 
meet educational fund cost, 
Pier's office explained 

The Venice School District 
encountered similar problems 
nearly «six years ago. Com 
fronted at that time with a 
$400,000 deficit, the district held 
a referendum on a proposed 40+ 
cent increase in the educational 
fund. The proposition carried, 
raising the maximum 
educational rate to its present 
$2.05. 


State crackdown 
on tax returns 


The Illinois Department of 
Revenue has identified by name 
and address 130,000 taxpayers 
who either failed to file a state 
income tax return for 1971 or 
filed a return for that year at 
variance with their federal 
return, Robert H. Allphin, 
director of the Department of 
Revenue, announced Friday. 

He said 18,000 letters mailed 
Friday to persons who filed a 
federal return but no state 
return could net as much as $8.2 
million in taxes owed, and 
additional amounts in interest 
and penalties. 

Allphin said, “We have just 
completed a computer com- 
parison of 1971 federal and state 
filing tax data. 

“The comparison, which is 
authorized by federal law, 
identifies 130,000 personal in- 
come tax ‘discrepancies where 
taxpayers either failed to file or 
filed erroneous 1971 returns 
with the state. 

“When I first came to Illinois, 
Gov. Dan Walker instructed me 
to deal with these income tax 
problems because the depart- 
ment had not acted in the past.” 

During his election campaign 
last year, Walker raised the 
issues of the Department of 
Revenue failing to pursue those 
who_do not file income tax 
returns and failing to compare 
state and federal returns for 


Differences uncovered in the 
computer comparison are in 
numbers of exemptions claimed 
and in amounts of adjusted 
gross income reported. . 

Under Illinois law, residents 
of the state who file federal 
individual income tax refurns 

ust also file an Illinois in- 
dividual income tax return. The 
number of exemptions and 
amount of “adjusted gross 
income” reported on éach 
should be identical. 

Allphin continued, ‘‘At this 
point, we don’t know exactly 

much revenue our com- 
puter’ comparison will 
ultimately uncover. 

“But we do know there are 
thousands of individuals who 
are not complying with the 
Minois income tax laws by their 
failure to file-returns. by not 
reporting their total income, or 
by claiming conflicting num- 
bers of dependents. 

“Our comparison 
program with the Internal 

we will continue 
routinely in future years. As a 
result ‘of the comparison, we 
intend to identify those who are 
not complying with the state tax 
laws. 


“The overwhelming majority 
of people in Illinois are honest 


taxpayers. 
“We must keep faith with 


those who diligently pay their 
taxes:and comply with the law. 


It is unfair to the millions of 
honest taxpayers to let a few get 
away with not paying or un- 
derpaying their taxes.” 


In the Department, of 
Revenue mailing, {forms and 
instructions are enclosed 
detailing the action the cited 
individual must take to resolve 
the filing discrepancies.

Ridiculous? 


‘The state would easily go 
bankrupt if its leaders de- 
cided to obey the law and pay 
what it owes to the Downstate 
Teachers Retirement System. 
‘Toe legally binding debt 
amounts to-more than one- 
fourth of the annual state bud- 
get. 

As a candidate for governor 
in April 1972, Daniel Walker 
gave Dlinois teachers hope 
that their pension problem 
would be solved. 

“As governor,” he said, ‘I 
will pledge to insure ‘that the 
state meet its obligations with 
regard to funding all pension 
systems, ... The budget will 
reflect that obligation.” 

When the time came for ac- 
tion, however, Gov.’ Walker, 
in his budget e last 
March said, “... it would be 
precipitous to embark in this 
budget upon aay particular 
approach to adequate funding 
(of the teachers retirement 
system).... Instead we need a 
full-scale examination of pub- 
lic pension ams.’”

With the help of Atty. Gen. 
William Scott Republican 
lawmakers. proposed a plan 
for completely funding Pine 
pension system over the next 
50 years. 

The plan was the outcome of 
a lawsuit filed by the Ilinois 
Education Association in the 
court of claims. It called for 
an initial appropriation of $245 
million this and then 
nearly $40 ion a year for 
the eerie 50 years. 

‘Phe bills passed, only to be 
inked-out:by Walker. He al- 
lowed the system only $96 mil- 
lion, and guaranteed no plan. 

Roy A. Baker, director. of- 
-the Downstate Teachers Re- 
tirement System, says the 
$245 million 50-year plan was 
the “first responsible solu- 
tion” to be attempted by the 
legislature. 

“Right now I’m very much 
concerned that he (Walker) 
doesn’t understand the prob- 
lem,” said Baker. “‘And he’s 
no different than any other 
governor on that.” 

Baker said it appears the 
system can’t depend on the 
state. ‘‘We'll probably have to 
go to court to get the system 
funded up to 70 or 75 per 
cent,” he said. ‘I would hope 
we wouldn’t let it go that 
route.”” 

A financially sound pension 
system should be funded at 
the 70 per cent rate, according 
to experts. The Downstate 
Teachers Retirement System 
is funded at 28 per cent. 

Of the five state-financed 
pension systems. — judges, 
state universities, downstate 
teachers, state employes and 
General Assembly — only 
one, the General Assembly 
Retirement System (which 
insures the old age of legisla- 
tors), is funded at the finan- 
cially sound rate of 70.2 per 
cent. 

The next closest pension 
funding rate is the state uni- 
versities retirement system 
at 51.2 per cent. 

‘The teachers’ pension sys- 
tem has more participants 
than any of the five other sys- 
tems — 140,000 compared to 
the next largest at 65,000. It 
has the lowest funding rate — 
% per cent — and the largest 
state-owed debt — more than 
$2 billion. 

‘The expense needs of the 
system for paying its retiring 
teachers are increasing at the 
rate of $25 million a year, 
Baker said. 

If financial hard times ever 
hit state government, where 
will the money come from to 
insure payment of these pen- 
sions? If the state has no mon- 
ey to pay the actual expenses 
someday, there will be no 
pension fund of any size to de- 
pend on. 

That could mean financial 
disaster for more than 140,000 
families, and, as a result, fi- 
nancial disaster for the entire 
state.

Urges 30 per cent cut 
in state vehicle usage 


Roland W. Burris, director of 
the state Department of 
General Services, Thursday 
asked all departments and 
agencies of state government to 
reduce their vehicle operations 
by 30 per cent during the rest of 
the current fiscal ‘year to 
conserve gasoline. 

Director Byrris said a 1.7 
million gallon decrease in the 
gasoline available for contract 
by the state and a federal 
request that oil companies 
devote more of their production 
to heating oils and less to 
gasoline this winter led to the 
request. 

Director Burris said: 

“With no strong prospects in 
sight to obtain more gasoline 
than is already contracted, 
there is no alternative other 


than a cutback in consumption. 
“A cut in consumption by 30 
per cent by all state agencies 
would allow the Department of 
General Services to handle all 
emergency situations and 
supply normal usage to the 
state police and state highway 
maintenance vehicles for the 
balance of fiscal year 1974."” 
Burris noted that state 
jasoline use during the first 
‘our months of this fiscal year is 
down from the same period last 
year. But he said the amount 
available to the state is 26 per 
cent less than last year, 
Director Burris cautioned 
directors and agency heads that 
for the conservation effort to 
succeed in evenly distributing 
the effects of the gasoline 
shortage, vehicle use must be

New Ill. primary law awaited 


What happens now that the U. 
S. Supreme Court has turned 
down Illinois’ voter switch law? 

The nation’s top’ court has 
turned thumbs down. on a state 
law which prevented voters 
from switching parties in a 23- 
month period. The Supreme 
Court in its ruling said the law 
infringed in the treedom of a 
voter banding with others of the 
same political belief. 

The court fight started in 1972 
when a Chicago housewife was 
prevented from voting in the 
Democratic Party primary 
because in 1971 she had voted in 
the Chicago Republican 
primary for mayor. 

The first ruling on the matter 
was made by a_ three-judge 
panel, which held that the law 
infringed on an. individual's 
freedom. 

The U. S. Supreme Court also 
said Illinois’ law in effect, 
“‘locked"’ a voter into an 
existing party for a long period 
of time. The majority -of the 
Court's justices said that this 
“locking” in of the voter would 
continue with each succeeding 
primary election. 

When the Mlinois law was 
passed, supporters said it would 
prevent “raiding’’ of one 
political party by the other. 
‘They also maintained it would 
help in the construction of a 
political party. Up to last year, 
the law did work to a degree in 
those ways. 

The Illinois General 
Assembly may have. ta depend 
on specifics of ‘the Stpreme 
Court ruling in preparing new 
legislation to meet the’ high 
court's guidelines. 

In its ruling, the Supreme 
Court touched on the New York 
law, which earlier this year was 
presented for a ruling, 

The coyrt upheld -the New 
York law, under whose 
provisions a voter is required to 
register a party affiliation 11 


months 
election. 

However, some _ Illinois 
legislators say this could be 
cumbersome and cause a great 
deal of record keeping al the 
county clerk level. 

Another alternative is to go to 
an “open” primary. Under this 
system a voter would not have 
to declare any party. 

Each would be given a ballot 
covering the political parties. 
The voter upon entering the 


before a primary 


voting booth could mark for 
only one party. If,he selected 
candidates at random from 
more than one political party, it 
would mean_a spoiled ballot. 

In the past when attempts 
have been made td change the 
system of voting primary 
elections, stiff legislative op- 
position has appeared. But now, 
with the recent court rulings. 
lawmakers wanting to change 
the method will be armed with 
new ammunition,

Senator Sam Vadalabene, 
Representatives Horace Calvo 
and Leland Kennedy and other 
leading local officials on using 
their influence to help us in 
anyway to obtain federal and 
state grants and to expedite all 
ways and means. 

“I appreciate all Mr. Sparks 
has done in the past seven years 
and will do in the future as 
Chouteau Township supervisor 
for sewer program.

“The four-township sanitary 
sewer system has been divided 
into two grant applications— 
interceptor sewers and 
collector sewers. 

“The EPA interpretation of 
this action is that an endeavor is 
being made to clean up rivers 
and streams first and that 
sewage treatment plants and 
interceptor sewers will directly 
contribute to that goal. 

“Communities with a high 


rate of pollution of the water- 
ways receive a high priority. 
Our priority is 376 for in- 
terceptors and 582 for collec- 
tors. 

“In view of our priority, it 
appears that the four-townshiip 
system may not be funded with 
fiscal 1979 EPA _ funds. 
However, regional plans will be 
considered separately in the 
East St. Louis and Chicago 
metropolitan areas. 

“Upon conclusion of the 
public hearings, the EPA of- 
ficials will meet with us to 
determine whether our plans 
are considered regional. 

“The EPA has also divided 
the funds into three steps: (1) 
preliminary planning funds, (2) 
final planning funds and (3) 
construction funds. 

“Systems with a low priority 
rating may receive step one of 
step two funds. 

“In addition to the federal 
funds, there are state funds 
available for which a clear 
formula has not been released 
at this time. 

“The Madison County four- 
township committee does feel 
that our system is regional. We 
have completed final planning 
and we are still hopeful that 
fiscal 1974 funding will be 
considered. 

“The County Board members 
concerned in this area are all 
aware of what problems we 
have to secure federal and state 
grants for our sewer program, 
and will assist in every way 
possible in promotion of this 
great project,"’ Doerr con- 
cluded.

Flu advice remains same 


When noses are red and 
fingers turn blue,,’tis the season 
for catching the flu. 

While health authorities 
across the nation have been 
warning that a new, more hardy 
strain of last year’s London flu 
may hit this country this winter, 
the season for true influenza is 
just starting. 

Dr. Byron Francis of the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health says there had been no 
confirmed flu cases reported in 
the state as of the Thanksgiving 
holiday. 

To help the department keep 
a closer eye on the situation, a 
new surveillance system is 
being adopted by the Com- 
municable Disease Control 
Section. 

Dr. Francis said a selected 
number of school systems, 
industries, hospital emergency 
rooms and private doctors’ 
offices have agreed to file 
routine reports on the number 
of suspected flu cases which 
either require medical treat- 
ment at the doctor’s office or 
hsopital, or cause absenteeism

A small group of unconfirmed 
reports of school absences 
attributed to ‘flu’ were 
received from one school 
district in McLean County, Dr. 
Francis said. He added that 
since most respiratory illnesses 
at this time of year are inac- 
curately labelled ‘flu’? by 
laymen, there have still been no 
confirmed influenza cases in 
Mlinois this winter. 

Doctors are required to report 
confirmed flu cases to the 
department, but since con- 
firmation takes some time, the 
patient usually has already 
recovered before the diagnosis 
is confirmed. 

This time lag creates a 
dangerous delay in alerting: a 
community to the presence of 
flu as rapidly as possible when 
it is first diagnosed, the state 
believes. 

Hopefully, the new  sur- 
veillance system will permit 
faster warnings that flu cases 
are apparently present in a 
community 

While inoculations will not 
prevent influenza, they do 
lessen the effects and are 
particularly recommended 
for the high-risk population, 
which includes persons with 
chronic cardiac or 
respiratory diseases 
chronic metabolic problems 
like diabetes. 

They also are recom- 
mended for those 65 and over, 
since this group is generally 


more susceptible, as well as 
including large numbers of 
cardiac and’ respiratory 
cases. 

Inoculations will again be 
given in series of two, Dr. 
Francis said, but where two 
doses of one vaccine were given 
before, one shot of each of two 
vaccines will be given this year. 


The one is for the older type of 
flu, and the other is intended to 
combat the new “bug” which 
may invade the U.S. from 
Europe this winter. 

While only limited sources 
have been included in the 
surveillance system, spon 
taneous reports of outbreaks 
are “welcome”, Dr. Francis 
said. 

No matter which strain 
strikes the victim, medical 
advice remains the same—bed 
rest, light diet, plenty of fluids, 
and aspirin for fever or pain, 
Dr. Francis said

It is my personal conviction 
that we had better start talking 
and thinking about a situation 
which confronts all of us with a 
business—large 
business or small, and business 
here in the Tri-Cities and 
throughout the U.S. 

The free enterprise system 


" under which all of us operate is 


in deep, serious trouble. 

It is unfortunate that people 
have been crying ‘olf !"” 
where free enterprise is con- 
cerned for many years. This 
time, the wolf is really here and 
the danger is that we may not 
believe it. 

Theré has never been a time 
when business has had to 
operate in a climate of such 
hostility. Everything suggests 
that this condition is anything 
but temporary. Examplés 
abound—ITT, corporate 
political gifts, demise of 
conglomerates, failure of 10S, 
two major banks in Dallas and 
California, etc. 

As Fortune Magazine ob- 
served, “The ill repute of 
business would still flourish if 
Ralph Nader started doing 
commercials for General 
Motors.”” 

My purpose tonight is to 
examine some of the reasons 
for America’s current -anti- 
business mood and the likely 
consequences unless there is a 
deep, far-teaching change in 
public knowledge of and public 
attitudes about business. 

T also want to suggest that 
there is a way to revefse the 
declining reputation of 

iness—an appreach which 

can be followed by the in- 
dividual business and by, 
business organizations such as 
out own Tri-Cities Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Let's start by looking at the 
extent to which business has 
lost favor even among its one- 
time staunch supporters. 

American attitudes toward all 
institutions have been changing 
since the mid-1960s. Govern- 
ment, the military, educational 
institutions—all have lost 
ground as a result of a major 
shift in publie opinion. 

However, none of the major 
institutions in our society has 
suffered as great a decline in 
publie reputation as business. 

National public opinion 
surveys taken in the mid-1960s 
showed that American business 
then enjoyed a good reputation 
with every important segment 
of the American public. Not any 
longer! 

A survey shows our major 
corporations have suffered a 50 
per cent decline in public 
confidence since 1966. Other 
segments of the business 
community have lost almost as 
much ground in thosé seven 
years. 

Retail stores are down 44 per 
cent in public confidence, banks 
and financial institutions have 
slipped 43 per cent, and ad- 
vertising 38 per cent. 

The reputation of business 
has been getting worse in a 
period when the performance 
of business by virtually any 
standard—economic, moral 
or sovial—has been getting 
better. 

The present indictment is 
very different from that of the 
1930s when business was also 
under attack and in serioys 
trouble. Then, business seemed 
to have fajled in its primary 
funetions of providing jobs and 
producing goods and services. 

Now, business is denounced 
for achievements that its critics 
of the ‘30s deemed forever 
Bejond its reach. 

We face the worst of both 
worlds in that we have fallen in 
public esteem at a time when 
the public is demanding more 
and more of business in terms of 
its involvement in community 
and national affairs. 

The declining faith in the 
business community _ is 
sttongest among the young. The 
reputation of business for of- 
fering young people a chance to 
get ahead has dropped 33 
percentage points since 1966— 
and this at the very time when 
business is a source of more 
real careet opportunities for 
young people than ever before. 

Weare the victims of a kind of 
reverse hypocrisy which affects 
even businessmen. 

The man who loves his job 


May defer to convention and- 


say he works only for money. It 
would be somehow unpopular to 
admit he enjoyed the work for 
itself or his colleagues—and he 
would never think of saying he 
serves his fellow men by what 
he does in industry. 

‘Actording to current popular 
thought, “public service” can 
only refer to what one does afler 
business hours, and should not 
be done for reward or profit. 

Our problem has its roots in 
the fact that the American

public actually knows very little 
about bysiness or the free en- 
terprise economy. 

One of the mistakes we in 
business make is to assume that 
virtually everyone knows how 
prices are set, how wages relate 
to profits, how. the market 
system operates. Most people 
don’t know and, what’s more, 
don’t care. 

Where would they have found 
out? From the schools they 
attended? In college? At 
church? From the newspapers 
or television? 

Teachers, clergymen and 
journalists are for the most part 
as little interested in business 
as the rest of the public. It 
seems to me_ that this 
represents the beginning; these 
constituencies must be en- 
couraged to undertake the 
difficult task of understanding 
and explaining our complex 
free enterprise economic 
system in terms of service. 

The best interests of this 
community are served by 
having a healthy, viable 
business community~a 
community that needs 
dedicated, hard-working people 
as much as or more than the 
Professions and social agen- 
cies. 

The people who enter the 
business world with lofty ideals 
and practical dedication are the 
very people who will provide 
business with the type of 
leadership that will make it 
responsive to the needs of this 
country. 

St. Louis University has no 
problems filling classrooms in 
the Schools Law, Social 
Service, Nursing and Medicine. 
But classrooms are only sbout 
two-thirds full in the School of 
Commerce and Finance and the 
College of Arts and Sciences— 
the areas where business finds 


“many of its recruits. 


We live in the first large 
society in which most of the 
people are not at pr under the 
line of poverty. Somehow, this 
has made the young turn their 
backs on the business and 
industrial system which 
created our affluent society. 

We forget that the service 
type of careers so popular 
today are ultimately 
dependent on those activities 
in our economy which ac- 
tually generate money—such 
as manufaeturing, commerce 
and agriculture. 

Given the lack of yn- 
derstanding among 
professional communicators 
and the people who influence 
public opinion, we should not be 
surprised at some of the public 
misconceptions about business. 

For example, a national 
sampling shows the public's 
estimate of the after-tax profits 
of corporations centers at 28 
cents per dollar of sales. That 
same, poll showed that the 
public believes a fair return on 
sales would be about ten cents, 

The fact that the actual return 
on sales has averaged only 
about four cents in recent. years 
has nothing at all to do with the 
way people look at business, As 
far as the public as a whole is 

concerned, ten cents is fair and 
we are earning an unfair. 28 


about business goes fat to ex- 
plain the increasing demands 
on business to pay higher taxes, 
increase wages and absorb 
environmental costs—all the 
while holding the line on prices. 

“Profit” has become such a 
bad word I wonder if we in 
business are not trying to sell 
the wrong apple when we talk 
about the importance of profits. 
Yet; the much-attacked price, 
wage and profit system, remains. 
the best means yet devised for 
translating what the consumer 
wants into productive output. 


“Confronted with the energy 
crisis, the public fails to realize 
that the quest for profit is what 
can and should motivate our big 
oil companies to provide the 
additional oil and gas we need. 

Instead, we hear people 
asking what sort of a cut in 
profit will the oil companies be 
required to make, or deman- 

jing that they be cut down in- 

ize by a forced breaking up of 
individual companies, although 
such a step would be disastrous 
in the world competition for oil. 

With the prevailing and wildly 
exaggerated notion of business 
profitability, it is no wonder 
that about one third of the 
public now believes the most 
practical way for workers to 
improve their standard of living 
is for them to get more of the 
money companies are making, 
rather than fot workers to in- 
crease their productivity. 

The consequences of 
misinformation . become 
steadily mofe troublesome as 
business becomes more com- 
plex and more deeply. involved 
in questions about the tax 
strycture and the environment. 

Confronted with inflation, 

the public demands price 
controls while letting the real 

forces which make for in- 
flation—most of all, our

enormous government 
spending—go unchecked. 
Faced with shortages in 
many basic raw materials, 
the public tends to ignore one 
of the facts af economic life— 
that a continuous flow of 
profits is essential to the 
capital formation on which 
rising living standards and all 
welfare jplans eventually 
depend. 


Public mistrust makes it 
difficult for industry to per- 
suade our government to adopt 
tax and trade policies that 
would enable it to meet present 
and future demands. 


The steel industry is a good 
case in point. From 1962 
through 1971, it invested $17 
billion in new facilities. This 
sum exceeded the industry's 
total cash flow—reinvested 
income plus depreciation 
during that decade by $2.8 
billion, and the industry in- 
curred $2.2 billion in new long- 
term debt. 


This massive investment 
increased production capacity 
only marginally. Most of it 
replaced worn-oul and obsolete 
facilities with much more ex- 
pensive, but more modern and 
efficient equipment. 


During the same 1962-71 
period, the steel industry's 
return on sales fell from the top 
half of 41 major industries to 
near the bottom of the list. This 
occurred mainly because ¢ 
erosion of domestic steel 
markets by imports, large 
jumps in labor costs, and 
steeply fising costs for raw 

transportation and 
capital equipment 


Today, the steel industry can 
look ahead to a predictable 
demand for continued heavy 
capital investment simply to 
modernize facilities and add 
further environmental control 
equipment. 


We also see the need to add 25 
million to 30 million tons of new 
steelmaking capacity by 1980 to 
keep up with the increasing 
consumption of steel in this 
éountry. 

This sounds great until you 
ask where the money to finance 
that soft of expansion is coming 
from. With a $5 billion debt, the 
domestic steel industry is not 
far from the point where it will 
run out of borrowing capacity. 

We have very little chance 
to construct new steelmaking 
capacity to meet rising steel 
demand untess and until we 
are allowed to charge 
adequate prices for our 
products to cover the added 
cost of materials purchased 
from unregulated suppliers— 
and unless and until federal 
tax policies do a better job of 
promoting capital investment 
in productive facilities. 

Al present, wec are squeezed 
between soaring raw material, 
costs and the Cost-of-Living 
Council, which has our prices 
rigidly regulated. 

As a result of an Oct. 1 price 
increase, we will have an 
overall increase in prices of 2.2 
per cent in the last quartet of 
this year—and we look for 
another increase of about 2.0 
per cent in January. 

Compare those figures with 
what happened to some of our 
raw materials and fuels over 
the last year—prime grades of 
serap have gone up from $44 a 
ton to $92; the quoted price on 
zinc from 17 cents a pound to as 
high as 57 in some areas; No. 6 
fuel oil from 812 cents a gallon a 
year ago to 14'2 cents; coal 


prices up about 15 per cent; and 
natural gas up about 25 per 
cent. 


Our chances of alleviating the 
cost-price squeeze are cer- 
tainly not helped by public 
skepticism about corporate 
profits and public misun- 
derstanding about the price, 
wage and profit system. 

The antount of steel that 
will be produced in Granite 
City in future years and the 
number of jobs and payroll 
dollars which the production 
of steel will provige in Granite 
City are matters still very 
much wp in the a 

The answers will depend in 
good part on how successtul 
we are in inereasing public 
understanding of the business 
system—public understan- 
ding here and throughout the 
Us. 

We have invested close to $14 
million in air, water and solid 
waste pollution control at 
Granite City Steel in the last 
seven or.eight years and we 
have in our budgets the 
prospects of another $15 million 
or $16 million for additional 
pollution control facilities. It 
has helped make Granite City a 
cleaner, better place to live. 

We are not yet completely 
satisfied. We plan to do more. 
But the thing to remember is 
that those improvements were 
paid for by profits. 

The diverting of these 
profits to pollution control has 
diminished our ability to build 
urgently needed new 
facilities. 

1 can personally accept this 
compromise of objectives as 
being in the best interests of all. 
But the discouraging thing is 
that these massive  ex- 

ditures have not satisfied 

ties. 

We are still harassed for not 
having done nearly enough. We 
need a higher level of public 
understanding and trust. 
Believing their standards are 
unchanging, but actually 
raising their standards as to 
what they think business should 
do, people tend to see business 
performance aS moving back- 
wards when the reverse is true. 

Institutions are supported by 
the public only as long as they 
are thought to serve the public; 
this is the crux of the problem, 
because if we cannot meet t! 


“a 


definition then the free en-“ 
terprise system is indeed in ” 
trouble. I believe we can 
measure up to this standard. 

1 have noticed that the young 
are not nearly as critical of 
business when they have been 
exposed to it first hand, We need , 
to do more of that kind of * 
missionary work, to encourage 
able students to become interns 
1o business as they are now 
encouraged by a number of 
foundations to become interns 
to government and welfare 
agencies. 

Our cooperative program 
where a student spends part of 
his time at Granite City Steel 
working and part going to 
school is an excellent example 
of the success of such efforts. 

T have also noticed that the 
community as a whole and our 
employes respond to the same 
first-hand exposure to what 
business is about and what its 
objectives are. The more 
complete their understanding, 
the more complete their sup- 
port. 

In addition, we must do 
everything possible to persuade 
educators, journalists and other 
opinion leaders to take a new, 
hard look at the real nature of 
business and to express a 
concept of profit which em- 
bodies the ideals and objectives 
of most Americans. 

The free enterprise economy 
provides freedom of choice to 
an extent impossible in a 
socialist economy or in any 
planned economy | which 
assumes that the planners know 
what the people want or should 
have. The basic postulate of 
free enterprise is that the 
consumer is king—not the 
producer and not the 
bureaucrat. 

We must articulate these 
principles more effectively than 
we have in the past. 

Here we can benefit from 
organizations like the Tri-Cities 
Chamber of Commerce. They 
provide a means through which 
business can speak and act with 
a unity of purpose. They provide 
a voice for smaller companies 
whose staffs and resources are 
limited. 

I realize it will take a 
tremendous effort for business 
to attain a higher level of public 
opinion and trust. But ask 
yourself what happens if we do 
not make that effort.

SIUE meeting energy. crisis 


Faculty and staff of Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
ville are being encouraged to 
form car pools to help meet the 
energy crisis. 

Home address lists, broken 
down by zip codes, will be sent 
to 2,153 faculty and staff as ai 
aid in formation of the pools, by 
the office of institutional 
research. 

The mailing is one of several 
steps the University is taking to 
conserve energy, both on 
campus and in the SIUE 
community, 

Each University employe, 
with the exception of student 
workers, will receive a list of all 
employes living in his or her zip 
code ‘area through campus 
mail. The listing includes 
names, home and campus 
addresses and home and 
campus telephone numbers, to 
assis! individuals in making car 
pool contacts. 

At present, the University has 
no parking regulations designed 
specifically to encourage car 
pooling, but B. D. Hudgens, 
vice-president for business 
affairs, said the situation is 
being studied continually and 
that if car pools are formed 
voluntarily SIU. may be able to 
set aside specific pool car 
parking areas. ‘‘We will try to 
help car pool drivers in any way 
we can as the movement 
develops,” Hudgens said. 

Address lists are expected to 
be mailed early next week, 
Reiner said. 

The mailings will include 771 
to Edwardsville residents and 
346 to Missouri residents. Other

City bonds to finance 


sewage treatment plant 


A $400,000 general obligation 
bond issue to finance immediate 
costs of Granite City’s new 
secondary sewage treatment 
plant was approved on. final 
passage by the City Council 
last week. 

The bond issue is not expected 
to be sold in full, but used only to 
the extent necessary to pay 
immediately due bills of the G. 
L. Tarlton Contracting Co. 
which is now building the 
treatment plant on the Granite 
City Army Installation grounds. 

‘The plan is expected to save 
the city considerable money by 
meeting construction costs and 
thereby preventing a shutdown 
of the project until the -city 
receives the proceeds of its $4.1 
million revenue bond issue 
approved several weeks ago. 
Money from that issue is not 
expected until later this month. 

The $400,000 bond issue ap- 
proved at the meeting was 
authorized to be sold in four 
bonds of $100,000 each at $12 per 
cent interest. The bonds would 
be sold in a negotiated sale.The 
city had been financing advance 
construction costs out of the 
regular pollution plant fund, but 
that fund has too small a 
balance to continue this 
practice, officials said. 

Mayor Paul Schuler said after 
the meeting that he expects 
only about half of the issue to be 
sold to pay off approximately 
$176,000 in the contractor's 
claims. Any part of the issue 
sold to meet construction costs 
in the immediate future will be 
repaid from the larger treat- 
ment plant issue, Schuler said.

When the lights go out to 
conserve energy, can the rate of 
robberies be far behind? In 
fact, the rate of robberies in 
Mlinois is’ on the upswing, 
notwithstanding the ‘lighting 
factor. 

During the first six months of 
1973, robberies have increased 
2.6 per cent over the same time 
period last year, according to 
the Department of Law. 
Enforcement’s first semi- 
annual crime statistics report. 
This involves an increase of 389 
violations over the 1972 figure. 

However, except for robbery, 
all other crimes against persons 
declined for the same period 
over 1972, according to Harvey 
N. Johnson Jr., director of the 
department. 

This new statistics report 
represents the first fime all 
figures included in a crime 
report represent ‘Illinois solely. 

“The real value of this 
document is that for the fi 
time all figures are Illinois- 
based,” Johnson said, “It is a 
complete report from all law 
enfércement agencies in the 
state. Also, it does not rely on 
data already being reported to 
the FEI by police agencies.” 

Data for the state report is 
submitted from each of the 960 
police jurisdictions in the state. 
Previously, less than half of 
these jurisdictions reported 
figures for the FBI's 


publication, ‘‘Crime in the 
s.” 


With mandatory compliance 
required, the Hlinois Law 
Enforcement Department now 
submits a complete sfgtewide 
picture to the FBI 

The report also indicated that 
a 64.3 per cent increase in 
murder and voluntary man- 
slaughter was recorded during 
the first half of this year. A tctal 
of 562 violations-in this category 
compares with 342 during the 
samb period last year. 

However, forcible rape 
dropped by 61 offenses while 
aggravated assault and battery 
dropped by 1,914 offenses.
